HOUSE RESOLUTION

BE IT RESOLVED by the House of Representatives of the
Twenty-eighth Legislature of the State of Hawall, Regular
Session of 2015, that this body expresses its sympathy, aloha,
and condolences for the tragic loss of life on January 7, 2015
in the terrorist attack on Paris that has impacted the lives of

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that this body honors the unyielding
spirit and bravery of the employees of the Charlie Hebdo
magazine and that they will be long remembered by freedom-loving
